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This view of the three buildings, 
Commerce Court South, West 
and North, is a fine example of 
contemporary technological 
development as applied to 
photography. The photograph 
was taken underneath the most 
southerly arch of 13-storey 
Commerce Court East, the 
fourth building of the complex. 
A 35-millimetre camera was 
used, employing a wide-angle 
lens with a viewing angle of 
nearly 120 degrees. The stone 
facing of Commerce Court East 
and South blends effectively 
with the limestone exterior of 
Commerce Court North, formerly 
the Head Office Building of the 
Bank and now overlooked by the 
West Tower in which the Head 
Office is located. 
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The design symbolizes techno- 
logical developments of the 
past decade referred to in this 
Annual Report. 
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During the past ten years, the 
increasing use of computers and 
electronic data processing 
nethods has facilitated the 
ntroduction of many new 
services and the speeding up of 
many routine banking 
operations. With the completion 
of Commerce Court, the Toronto 
Data Centre 1s now located on 
‘wo of the lower levels of the 
Complex. These views of a 
section of the computer room 
ind one of the general areas 
jive an indication of its size and 
he excellent working conditions 
or the personnel. Similar 
Centres are located in Montreal, 
Vinnipeg, Calgary, Vancouver 
ind San Francisco, generally 
roviding 24-hour service on a 
ix-day basis each week. 


Chairman’s Message 


Completion of Commerce Court in 1972 marked the end of a 

decade in which the Bank achieved spectacular growth and maintained 
its position as a leader in the banking field by innovating many new 
services. Four buildings, a courtyard, and a concourse, make Commerce 
Court the finest business community in Canada. It is the focal point 
from which the Bank will launch another era of expansion of its services 
to Canadians. 


But the impressiveness of our new Head Office and the efficiency of 
its facilities should not obscure the fact that the Bank’s progress and 
growth depend, ultimately, on the character and performance of our 
people. 


During the decade, our staff participated widely in training programs to 
increase their skills; young bank officers responded to opportunities for 
advanced training; and our branch managers strengthened their ability 
to meet the needs of an increasingly sophisticated public. 


The result is that we at the Bank are better able to serve our 
customers, both individuals and companies. In the final analysis, that 
is the key to successful banking. 


The vast network of branches which provides complete service 
for the Bank’s customers from coast to coast in Canada, and 
extends into the United States, Europe, the Bahamas and the 
Caribbean, has been increased by more than 300 during the past 
decade and now tota/s over 7,600. 


The opening of new branches, the construction of new buildings, 
the enlargement and the modernizing of existing buildings create 
many new job opportunities for men and women seeking a career 
with the Bank, and help to stimulate employment in numerous 
industries, thus giving added impetus to the Canadian economy. 


This photograph of the Commerce Building in Victoria, British 
Columbia, illustrates one of the new directions in which the Bank 
has been moving, particularly during the past ten years. The 

main Victoria branch occupies the ground floor of the building 
and offers customers excellent banking facilities in a comfortable 
and contemporary office. The Bank has served British Columbians 
since before Confederation, and this new building, officially 
opened during the centennial year of that Province in July 1977, 
is an Impressive reminder of this important occasion. 


President's Address 


A sweeping glance across Canada gives the im- 
pression that the economy is again moving 
firmly ahead after a temporary slowing in mo- 
mentum during the third quarter of this year. The 
Gross National Product will probably be close to 
$103 billion in 1972, showing a rise of about 
10% per cent over last year and an increase of 
around 5% per cent estimated in constant dollars. 
For the year as a whole, industrial production, em- 
ployment and exports have all been establishing 
new records. But despite the stimulative fiscal 
and monetary policies, unemployment has con- 
tinued to be a pressing problem and inflation 
has been eroding the purchasing power of the 
consumer's dollar at a rate of about five per cent 
during the present year. Another disturbing ele- 
ment has been the marked swing in Canada’s 
current account of the balance of payments from 
a surplus of about $350 million in 1971 to a deficit 
approaching $1 billion in the current year. Never- 
theless, the exchange rate for the Canadian dollar 
has been strong Indicating that foreign investors 


are continuing to be attracted to Canada. 


In response to the overriding concern about the 
level of unemployment, the combination of eco- 
nomic policies which are now in effect or likely to 
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be introduced in the new year virtually assure that 
economic activity will be maintained at a strong 
pace in 1973. Business investment in plant and 
equipment together with investment in inven- 
tories should show a larger increase than In the 
present year and outlays for housing are likely to 
be maintained at close to their present level. The 
firm upward trend in personal income is expected 
to continue and the outlook for retail trade is 
therefore favourable. In addition, the demand for 
Canadian exports should be somewhat stronger 
if there is the improvement in economic con- 
ditions in the United States, Europe and Japan 
which is generally anticipated. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the Canadian economy should 
achieve a further increase of around 5% per cent 
or more in real GNP and some gradual improve- 
ment in the level of unemployment. However, the 
upward pressures On prices are not likely to sub- 
side significantly unless restraining measures are 


introduced. 


While the general direction of short-term policy is 
fairly clear, there is considerable uncertainty about 
the economic policies that Canada should follow 
over the longer term. Yet a cohesive set of policies 


looking towards the 1980's is becoming urgently

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needed because marked changes are taking place 
in the economic and social environment and they 
will affect the course of the Canadian economy 


in the years ahead. 


The objective of industrial strategy should be to 
develop a mix of policies designed to mould the 
economy into the best possible framework to 
satisfy the desires of Canadians. The process of 
formulating policy should take into consideration 
not only economic goals but also social and en- 
vironmental objectives and it requires the partici- 
pation of all sectors of the economy and all 
regions of the country. This should be facilitated 
over time because we are moving beyond the 
stage of a traditional mixed economy with well- 
defined private and public sectors to a new type 
of hybrid economy characterized by increasing 
interdependence between the private and public 
sectors and among the numerous groups within 


these sectors. 


Whatever policies for an industrial strategy are 
chosen, the demographic make-up of the popula- 
tion forms the basis for assessing the supply of 
manpower and the dimensions of the domestic 
market. In Canada’s case, the demographic pat- 
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tern is particularly important because it points to 
some significant changes in the 1980's in the size 
of the labour force and the age distribution of the 


consumer market. 


As we are all aware, there has been a strong rate 
of growth in the labour force for a number of 
years and at the present time the annual rate of 
increase is close to three per cent. While im- 
migration and higher participation rates for 
women have been contributing factors, the 
main reason for the high growth rate is the 
sharp increase in births which occurred following 
World War Il. As the bulge in the age profile of 
the population moves along into the older age 
groups, the rate of increase in the labour force 
will be slowing down. This process will begin in 
the late seventies and become more apparent in 
the following decade. With this outlook for labour 
force growth, it would seem sensible to imple- 
ment some policies that would accelerate em- 
ployment through the balance of the 1970's but 
not necessarily be carried into the 1980's. For 
example, certain capital investment projects and 
some environmental programs involving con- 
siderable employment might be undertaken that 


would otherwise wait until the next decade. 


The Bank’s representatives in other countries are well-informed 
on business and social conditions in their areas of operation, as 
well as in Canada. They are able to offer advice to foreign 
companies interested in doing business in Canada, and assist 
Canadian businessmen in developing markets abroad for their 
products. Some of these officers are:

Then, too, we should be taking account of the 
fact that in the 1980's Canada’s pattern of popu- 
lation growth could be unusually favourable for 
high per capita consumption. A larger proportion 
of the population will be in those age groups 
that make up the labour force while the depen- 
dent groups, children and older people, will make 
up a smaller part of the total. Thus, it is possible 
that in the next decade per capita income may be 
rising strongly while expenditures for elementary 
and secondary education and for social services 
may be proportionately less onerous on the 


economy. 


Another major consideration in the formulation of 
an industrial strategy for Canada is the external 
environment. While Canadian policy is influenced 
by developments in all major industrial countries, 
the dominating influences from outside our 
borders come from the United States due to the 
forces of economics and geography. The level of 
economic activity in Canada depends to an 
important extent on the strength of markets in 
the United States. In addition, our neighbour to 
the south is Canada’s primary source of supply 
for many components and a wide variety of 


finished goods and services. 


At the same time, this interweaving of com- 
mercial interests between Canada and the United 
States must not be permitted to obscure the 
importance of our trade and financial transactions 
with other parts of the world. The changes that 
will arise from Britain joining the European 
Economic Community underscore the importance 
of our relations with those countries. Canada’s 
commercial relations with Japan and other coun- 
tries of the Pacific Basin are becoming increas- 
ingly important and our flow of international 
transactions is also expanding with the countries 
of the Eastern Bloc, which now form a fourth 


large trading area. 


In recent years, we have been witnessing to an 
increasing extent the realignment of monetary 
and trading blocs and the creation of new trading 
patterns based on the common market principle. 
The best example of this trend is the European 
Common Market encompassing six full members 
at present and expanding to nine full members on 
January 1, 1973. In these new realignments, 
Canada has become somewhat Isolated and as a 
consequence Canadian products will encounter 
increased tariff barriers and other restrictions in 


markets such as Britain.

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At present, Canada Is in the position of being a 
relatively high tariff country since traditionally a 
policy of high tariffs on manufactured goods was 
considered to be in keeping with the stage of 
development of our manufacturing sector. But the 
success of the Canada-United States Automotive 
Pact, incorporating a limited free trade agreement, 
has done much to invigorate certain areas of 
Canada’s manufacturing industry and_ further 
measures of a similar nature may be a possibility. 
Certainly, it is necessary to reconsider our policies 
of high tariff protection in the light of the possibility 
that valuable trade concessions might be obtained 
from other countries and other trading blocs in 
return for modifying our tariff structure. The logical 
course is to recognize the reality of the changed 
environment for what It is and bargain hard for 
some real trade concessions for the products 
which Canada can best produce, having regard 


to the over-all objectives of our economic poiicies. 


The opportunities for increasing export receipts 
from the provision of certain types of services can 
also broaden out as Canada becomes more sophis- 
ticated and efficient in these areas. It would not 
only stimulate employment but also help the bal- 
ance of payments If Canada could increase the flow 


of services to people and organizations abroad— 
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for example, travel and tourist services, freight 
and shipping, and various types of business 
services such as those provided by engineering 
firms and financial institutions. Between 1960 
and 1970, Canada eliminated the deficit on freight 
and shipping services but the deficit on business 
services rose very sharply from under $200 million 
in 1960 to about $500 million in 1970. This latter 
group is important to Canada’s development not 
only because of the volume of business involved 
but because of the skills required to provide many 


of these services. 


In these general remarks, | have touched on only 
two of a number of key considerations in formu- 
lating an industrial strategy for Canada. In my 
view, the encouragement of strong growth is the 
right basic strategy for Canada in the 1970’s 
although this may create increasing pressures for 
some kind of incomes policy. The focus should 
continue to be on improving productivity and 
price performance in the goods-producing in- 
dustries, and the related service industries, because 
this is where most of the direct pressure of com- 
petition from abroad is felt. However, a higher 
standard of economic performance Is required in 


all sectors of the economy in order to move

towards the goals of national development that 


the people of Canada desire. 


In the new environment of change in which we 
find ourselves today, tremendous: strides are 
being made in many directions and one of the 
great assets in a situation of this kind is to remain 
flexible so as to take advantage of the changes 
that occur. With its overview of both domestic 
and international business, the banking industry 
is in a good position to provide leadership in this 
new environment and help to implement the 


attainment of the goals of national development. 


| would like to assure you that this Bank is pre- 
pared to play its full part in moving towards these 
objectives. Within Canada, our banking facilities 
and services will continue to be enlarged and 
adapted to meet new situations. Abroad, the 
Bank is pushing ahead with a variety of develop- 
ments that will provide more services to facilitate 
the increasing flow of trade and investment be- 
tween Canada and other countries. The major 
part of our international business is with the 
United States. However, the enlarged European 
Economic Community presents a real challenge 
to the Bank to further extend our business in 
many of these countries. Steps in this direction 
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are already under way and we are planning to be 
in the forefront of providing new financial ser- 


vices as they are required. 


At last year’s Annual Meeting, | mentioned your 
Bank’s increasing Involvement in the whole area 
of the Pacific Basin and this has been followed up 
by further activities and developments in that 
direction during the past twelve months. In 
addition to our Resident Representatives whose 
numbers have increased during the year, senior 
officers of the Bank have travelled extensively 
through much of the Pacific Basin. Early in the 
year, your President had an opportunity to visit 
Australia and New Zealand, and also Japan and 
Hong Kong. In April, accompanied by the head of 
our International Region, | visited the People’s 
Republic of China, where we were the guests of 
the Bank of China and spent ten days in Peking, 


Shanghai and Kwangchow. 


The Chief General Manager in his remarks has 
referred to the growing volume of international 
business. | have made these latter comments to 
emphasize the fact that this Bank is moving 
actively to also provide an increasing range of 
financial services to all types of businesses 


around the world.

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Report of the Executive Vice-President 


and Chief General Manager 


It is a privilege and a great pleasure for me to 
report to you on the financial position and per- 
formance of the Bank for the year ended October 
Sheers 


Before outlining the highlights of our year-end 
figures and operating results, | should like to 
comment briefly on the economic climate in which 
we have conducted our business during the 


past year. 


In Canada, the demand for loans which had 
commenced to accelerate during the latter part 
of 1971 continued to increase even more rapidly 
throughout 1972. 


Over this period the policy of the government and 
central bank was generally such as to provide 
sufficient funds to meet loan demand and to hold 
interest rates at a level conducive to expansion of 
the economy. Loan demand, however, increased 
at a greater rate than did money supply and the 
result was that the ratio of our loans and securities 
(other than those of the Government of Canada) to 
deposits moved up over the twelve-month period 
and reached 75% by October 31, 1972 against 68% 
the year before. Consequently there was a shift 
in the balance of our asset mix as compared with 
the preceding year—a higher proportion of our 
total resources being employed in loans to all 
types of borrowers and a lower percentage being 


invested in government securities. 


The interest rate structure remained relatively un- 


changed throughout the twelve-month period; 
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the minimum lending rate on loans stayed at 6% 
and rates paid on interest-bearing deposits re- 
mained fairly constant although the rates paid on 
term deposits of larger denominations tended 


upwards. 


On the International side of our operations we 
experienced in 1971 a sharp narrowing of the 
spread between the interest earned on assets and 
that paid on deposits; during 1972 there was a 
significant improvement and we were able to 
secure a better return on an Increased volume of 


business. 


| should now like to comment briefly on the 
highlights of the financial statements for 1972 


which you have before you. 


For the first time our assets passed the $13 billion 
mark, climbing to $13,300 million, an increase of 
$1,900 million—or 17%. This resulted from a 
growth in deposits in Canadian currency, 
which in large measure reflected the growth in 
money supply, and a satisfactory gain in deposits 


in foreign currencies. 


Of the total asset growth of $1,900 million, a 
very substantial proportion was concentrated in 
“Other loans, including mortgages” which grew 
by almost $1,500 million to a year-end total of 
$7,200 million. In addition to meeting the in- 
creased borrowing requirements of our large 
number of customers in all segments of industry 


and commerce, we were particularly active in 


providing the mortgage funds required to meet 
the increased level of residential construction 
experienced throughout Canada during 1972. 
We feel that we have made an important contribu- 
tion towards meeting the financial needs of many 
individuals across Canada who required financing 
for the purchase of homes and we are particularly 
gratified that by our year-end our investment in 
mortgages was double the total at the preceding 
year-end. During the year we also provided 
financing, through our Bankplan program, to 
many customers to assist in purchasing auto- 
mobiles and other consumer products and in 
carrying out improvements to their homes. We 
continued to increase our market share of the 


consumer loan market. 


The balance sheet of the Bank at the year-end 
shows further strengthening. Accumulated Ap- 
propriations for Losses, being reserves set aside 
against possible future losses on loans and 
securities, increased by over $22 million to $189 
million, of which $73 million is tax paid, while the 
total of the Shareholders’ Equity reached $459 
million, more than $30 million higher than a year 
before. Because of our increasing volume of busi- 
ness and the further growth we are confident we 
will experience, we arranged for the issue on 
favourable terms of $50 million of Subordinated 
Debentures. This issue was well accepted and 


has been fully placed. 


Turning now to our operating results for the year, 


| am pleased to report that our earnings reached 


a new high. Our revenues grew to $834 million, 
an increase of 11%. The major contributing 
factor was the solid growth in our over-all 
volume of assets, particularly in the loan area to 


which | have already referred. 


On the cost side, interest paid on deposits to- 
gether with payroll, property and other operating 
expenses increased $50 million to $679 million. 


This left us with a Balance of Revenue of $155 
million, the highest in our history, being a gain 
of $33 million, or 27%. 


As we look to our prospects in the coming year 
it appears that the business conditions in which 
we will be operating in Canada will see a further 
reasonably satisfactory growth in the economy. 
While we must always take into account that 
changes in economic and monetary conditions 
can take place fairly rapidly, we anticipate that in 
the period ahead we should continue to show 
satisfactory gains in over-all volume of business 


and earnings. 


Planning for this is, of course, One of our major 
objectives. At the same time we fully recognize 
the great importance of ensuring that we do all 
we can to improve further the scope and quality 
of our services—through the opening of new 
branches in those communities requiring them 
and upgrading existing branches, by offering new 
and improved types of services and, most of all, 


by having the best banking staff in the country. 
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At present we have 1,529 branches in Canada 
coast to coast. During the year, to keep pace 
with the growing needs of the population, we 
opened 34 new branches and will be continuing 
an active branch expansion program during the 


current year. 


In the United States, we have two agencies and 
24 branches or offices, including those of our 
wholly-owned subsidiary, California Canadian 
Bank. In addition, we have two branches in the 
United Kingdom and 47 in the Caribbean. 


During 1972, the Bank took further steps to 
expand activities in important growth areas in 


international markets. 


Following acquisition in late 1971 of a financial 
interest in Development Finance Corporation 
Limited in Australia, the Commerce has now 
joined this Company—one of Australia’s leading 
investment banks—in forming Canada Australia 
Investment Company Ltd., which directs its activ- 
ities toward development of both natural 
resource and secondary industries. We = also 
have interests in a number of other international 


financial organizations. 


Over the past several years, we have established 
two representative offices in the Far East (Hong 
Kong and Tokyo), and four in Europe (Brussels, 
Milan, Frankfurt and Zurich). In early 1973, a 
branch operation will be opened in Paris and the 
Frankfurt office will enlarge its operations to 
branch status. 
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| have referred to the importance of offering new 


and improved types of banking services. 


A major characteristic of the banking industry 
during the year under review was the Increasing 
emphasis on the wide variety of financial services 
being made available, and the ease, convenience 
and speed with which such services can be per- 
formed for customers through the application of 


electronic and other sophisticated equipment. 


In this respect, the Commerce has been actively 
pursuing its objective to provide 24-hour banking 
facilities to customers in an increasing number of 
locations through a combination of night deposi- 
tories and automatic cash dispensers. The Com- 
merce pioneered cash dispensers in Canada in 
1969. 


During the year, marked progress was achieved 
in extension and utilization of the Bank's com- 
puter systems both for internal use and for 
servicing business customers. The new data 
centre in Commerce Court West has computer 
power many times that of our previous facilities 
and has greatly increased the capacity to provide 
payroll and accounts payable services. Data 
centres are now established in major cities across 
Canada, and further additions are programmed 
Om le73. 


For the important agricultural markets where we 


have been an industry leader, a new comprehen- 


sive program was launched in September pro- 
viding information, basic business assistance and 
supporting financial services relevant to the 


business of farming. 


In the final analysis, however, over-all public 
assessment of the services provided will be 
determined by collective individual customer ex- 
perience, day to day, at the point of service— 


that is, at the branch level. 


In these circumstances, with increasing spread 
and depth of, service, we are giving a high 


priority to training. 


During the year, some 900 Bank personnel, from 
accountant to general management, attended a 
wide variety of courses and seminars at our 
facilities at the Staff College in Toronto which 
serves as our national training centre. We plan 
to increase this number significantly for 1973. 
For initial training, we are now operating nineteen 


career centres across the country. 


It is interesting to note that the Bank’s educational 
programs are available to all male and female 
employees on the same basis, and that more 
than 300 of our women employees are at present 
enrolled in the Institute of Canadian Bankers’ 
courses. We were successful again this year in 


engaging a number of women university grad- 


uates for placement in our Management Trainee 


program. 


Through the programs | have just mentioned we 
are striving not only to improve the quality of 
banking services we offer but also to provide 
worthwhile, satisfying and enjoyable careers for 
the almost 23,000 men and women who make up 
the Commerce staff. Through regular reviews of 
our salary structure and those of other industries 
we ensure Our compensation practices are fair 
and fully competitive.

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New Directions in Banking—A Decade of Progress 


Between 1962 and 1972 Canada experienced 
one of its most rapid periods of growth and 
change. For the Commerce, linked intimately 
with the economic and social development of 
this country for more than 100 years, the 
decade was characterized by impressive 
increases in assets, number of branches and 


shareholders. 


The Bank’s bold moves in new directions were 
also of major significance. These innovations 
were spurred by spectacular technological 
developments, increasing industrialization, a 
trend to urban living, and a more sophisticated 
life style, all of which affected Canadians in 


every province. 


The Bank recognizing that expansion of 
existing facilities and more diversified services 
would be required during the decade, introduced 
new techniques, methods, systems and 
equipment; assisted personnel to acquire 
additional skills in many fields ; upgraded 
educational qualifications, and added hundreds 
of highly-trained specialists. A compelling 
factor which facilitated the Bank’s response 

to the new needs of Canadians was the 1967 
liberalization of the Bank Act. Essentially, it 
freed the banks to become more competitive 


and more diversified in their services. 


Commerce Court is the visible symbol of these 
years of remarkable progress, the culmination 
of a program of nationwide physical expansion 
which began with the opening of the 45-storey 
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Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce Building 
in downtown Montreal in 1962. It continued 
with the construction of many new branches 
and the modernization or rebuilding of a number 
of existing branches. Completed in 1972, 

after three years of construction which provided 
thousands of jobs on site and for Canadian 
industries, Commerce Court is the most 
ambitious and extensive downtown develop- 
ment ever undertaken by a Canadian bank. 
Meeting the traditional Commerce standard of 
excellence, Commerce Court is designed for 
people. Its four buildings are grouped 
harmoniously around a one-acre, sheltered, 
landscaped courtyard. It provides the most 
modern conveniences that a business 
community could have — quality stores and 
restaurants, a post office, a 5/5-car garage, a 
direct connection to the Toronto subway, and 
Commerce Hall, a 450-seat, multi-purpose 


auditorium. 


The desire to consolidate all Head Office 
operations, Toronto data processing facilities, 
Toronto Main Branch, with a total complement 
of some 3,000 Bank personnel, was a prime 
reason for construction of Commerce Court. 
The Bank’s new headquarters occupies the first 
fifteen floors of Commerce Court West and 
brings together all Head Office divisions and 
departments, many of which were previously 
dispersed at different locations In downtown 
Toronto. This pool of human resources, 


backed by the most modern banking facilities, 


The Bank’s Staff College, primarily for management 
training, was transferred to these /arger premises in 1963 
to provide more accommodation and better facilities. There 
are beds for thirty people, three lecture rooms, a library, 
recreation rooms, and offices for the administrative staff. 
Thus, courses for one resident group and three non- 


ensures that the Commerce, through its 
decentralized regional organization and network 
of more than 1,600 branches in Canada and 
abroad, can serve millions of customers more 


efficiently and more quickly than ever before. 


The most modern equipment available includes 
expanded Centrex telephone systems, fully- 
automated delivery and receiving services for 
mail which speed up substantially inter- 
departmental communication and handling of 
the large daily volume of essential documents, 
and electronic handling equipment for sorting 
and counting coin. A private Telenet system 
provides instant keyboard communication with a 
number of regional offices and branches in 
Canada, New York and London, England, and 
handles more than 30,000 calls each month. 
Telex provides another form of fast keyboard 
communication between Head Office, regional 
offices, branches, Commerce agencies, 
representative offices, and correspondent banks 


and other Telex users around the world. 


resident groups can be given simultaneously, and the 
College is also used for seminars to familiarize such 
customers as school and hospital boards with details about 
the Bank's computer services. There are also nineteen 
Career and Training Centres to meet the educational 
needs of personnel up to branch management level 


Toronto Main Branch provides the most 
up-to-date, integrated banking facilities 
possible to serve customers more speedily. 
Tellers and customer service officers in the 
banking foyer at the Court level and on the 
Concourse below handle the usual range of 
banking services. Located conveniently near 
them are terminals connected to the Commerce 
Court Data Centre for processing of information 
and closed-circuit television which provides 


immediate access to records. 


A major factor affecting business and industry 
— in fact, our whole way of life in the decade 
1962-1972 — was the accelerating speed of 
communication and transportation. This is 
epitomized by jet passenger aircraft, moon 
landings, communications satellites and 
computers which do, in split seconds, work that 
formerly took many man-hours. This 
technological development placed a heavy 
burden on businesses, particularly smaller 


businesses, to keep pace with the increasing 
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complexities of society. The Commerce 
recognized opportunities for new services in 


these significant events. 


By 1962, the policy of decentralization enabled 


the Bank to serve a growing population and an 


increasingly diversified economy more efficiently. 


Additional powers had been delegated to 
regional offices, and regional departments 
enlarged to make them fully capable of meeting 
branch requirements. The Commerce became 
the first Canadian bank to introduce data 
processing on a large scale by opening a data 
centre in Toronto. Similar centres followed in 
Montreal, Vancouver, Calgary, Winnipeg and 


San Francisco. 


Today, the Bank employs some 1,200 people in 
the computer area. The data centres process 
the Bank’s business 24 hours a day, six days a 
week. This speeds up, for example, settlement 
of cheques and transfer of funds — more than 
one hundred million dollars on any given day 


— to and from accounts. 


The vast Commerce Court Data Centre, 
occupying two sub-levels, is part of the national 
network. Using the most modern computers, 
many complementary data-processing machines, 
and the skills of some 600 people, the new Data 
Centre has approximately ten times the capacity 
it replaced. This will enable the Bank to enlarge 
and improve its customer service and to offer 


more specialized ones. 


Through the use of data processing the Bank 
was the first to provide computerized on-line 
services to savings account customers and now 
has one million savings accounts “‘on-line’’ — a 
system whereby a bank teller uses a terminal 
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linked to a computer to bring a customer's 
passbook up-to-date. The customer receives 
his passbook, with information printed instead 
of handwritten. The advantages to the Bank are 
accuracy and automatic calculation of interest 
and service charges. It replaces an operation 
formerly performed manually and frees staff for 
other important work. Toronto alone has 250 
branches on-line and current accounts, personal 
chequing accounts, and loans are rapidly being 


added to the system. 


The Bank provides a variety of accounting 
services to commercial customers and the list 

is growing. Bank specialists help business firms 
to use the data centres to improve their cash 
flow and efficiency, and take over many 
onerous tasks. For example: account reconcilia- 
tion — the time-consuming and expensive 
procedure of sorting cheques and reconciling 
bank statements with accounting records; payroll 
accounting — the Commerce deposits pay to 
the accounts of individual employees, provides 
comprehensive information on payroll costs, 
fringe benefits, and prepares tax forms. It 
processes accounts approved for payment by Its 
customers and pays by Bank draft as they 
become due. These services can also include 
record keeping and can produce a variety of 
reports for commercial customers, ranging 

from balance listings to allocation of 
expenditures. 


Demonstrating its belief that banking is a full- 
time business, the Commerce pioneered the 
cash dispenser in Canada. This new service is 
now established in many locations in Montreal 
and Toronto. It will soon be introduced in 


Vancouver and other cities across the country. 


The Bank's programs of development, training 
and selection of women for promotion to more 
senior positions have opened up opportunities, 
with increasing numbers of women occupying 
positions of managerial rank and above.

A unique feature is that a customer can charge 
withdrawals to either his deposit or his 
Commerce Chargex account. Combined with 
night depositories, it answers a demand for 
convenient banking at inconvenient times and 
provides 24-hour day deposit and withdrawal 


facilities. 


In 1968 the Commerce participated in the 
introduction of Chargex after research showed 
that Canada was becoming a society which 
would use cheques less extensively and make 
fuller use of electronic techniques to transfer 
money and make financial arrangements. The 
objective in creating Chargex was to introduce 
a system that would be an outstanding service 
to consumers and participating businessmen, as 
well as one that would have a sound potential 
for the Bank and its shareholders. Today, 
Chargex is Canada’s most used credit card. 
Some 80,000 Canadian merchants participate, 
including major oil companies, and 1972 
marked its greatest growth yet. Chargex 
simplifies bookkeeping for retailers, makes 
payments easier for customers, and permits card 
holders to buy a vast range of goods and 
services In Canada, the United States, and 


many other countries. 


The Bank's innovations were not confined to 
those made possible by technological 


developments. 


The rapid growth of consumer credit has been 
an outstanding feature of the Canadian 
economy for the past decade, linked closely 
with increases in demand for consumer 
durables, and in personal incomes. Indeed, 


consumer credit can be said to have become an 


essential part of living in our modern society 
and banks are a principal source of such credit. 
The Commerce had pioneered a personal loan 
plan for Canadians as far back as the thirties. 

It foresaw changing public attitudes towards 
credit and the growing financing requirements 
of Canadians. Revisions to the Bank Act in 
1967 allowed it to broaden its activities and it 
created a comprehensive program called 
Commerce Bankplan Loans, with life insurance 
protection included. Specially-trained officers 
process loan applications at any Commerce 
branch. In the past five years, the Bank has 
almost doubled its share of the market and 
extends credit to hundreds of thousands of 


Canadians in every walk of life. 


A unique concept developed by the Bank is 
Dealer Plan, the object of which is to provide 
financial assistance at the point of purchase for 
consumer products involving major expenditures 
for such important items as mobile homes, 
automobiles and boats, launched in Ontario in 1971 
and since expanded to British Columbia, Alberta, 
Manitoba and Nova Scotia to include a total of 
more than 1,100 dealers, it will be available in all 
major cities in 1973. The major advantages to the 
purchaser are not only that financial arrangements 
can be made at the time of purchase, but that the 
financing is available at regular Bank rates, and 


payments can be made to any Commerce branch. 


The Commerce was very active in providing 
residential mortgages under the National Housing 
Act between 1954 and1959. Limitations on 
interest rates then restricted this activity. 
Anticipating wider mortgage lending powers for 
the chartered banks, the Commerce sponsored 
the formation of Kinross Mortgage Corporation 
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in 1963 to make mortgage loans on its own 
accountand forsale. Since the revisions in the 
Bank Actin 1967, Kinross has been acting as the 
mortgage lending wing of the Commerce for 
N.H.A. and conventional loans. Kinross, for its 
own account, and for sale to the Commerce and 
others, has made 54,000 N.H.A. and conventional 


mortgage loans on residential property. 


The Commerce Farm Services program has been 
expanded to cope with the increasing com- 
plexity of modern farming and to meet the 
farmer's growing credit needs. The most 
recent innovation was Farm Credit Insurance, 
a first in Canadian banking, which enables 
farmers to obtain low-cost life insurance on 
borrowings. A growing staff of agrologists 
provides farmers and agriculture-related 
industries with a broad range of services from 
management, cost analyses, efficiency standards 


and production levels, to financial planning. 


A continuing policy of innovation led to 
establishment of a ‘floating bank’ — a ship 
that brings Commerce services to remote 
communities on the Gulf of St. Lawrence — 
and three ‘flying banks” that serve Arctic 
settlements. The Commerce made available 
scenic cheques, was the first bank to use 
television and radio advertising in a major way, 
the first bank to introduce fly-now-pay-later 
plans, whereby travellers could convenientiy 
obtain on-the-spot bank financing through 


airline and travel agency offices. 


By the beginning of the decade a special team 
of Bank officers had completed a two-year 
survey of the world to identify potential areas of 
business. In subsequent years, international 
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officers built continually on their experiences of 
international banking and of business conditions 


in many countries. 


Today, the Commerce has representative offices 
in key world centres, including Zurich, Brussels, 
Milan and Frankfurt; Hong Kong and Tokyo; 
Chicago, Dallas, Los Angeles and San 
Francisco, and an agency in New York. There 
are branches in Europe, the Bahamas and the 
Caribbean, in addition to the United States at 
Portland, Oregon and Seattle, Washington, and 
the 20 branches of California Canadian Bank, 

a wholly-owned subsidiary. The Bank is also 
participating increasingly in international 
banking consortiums, and has interests in such 
groups based in France, Brazil, Peru, Australia 
and Japan. In 1972, senior Bank officers 
visited China at the invitation of the Bank of 
China to evaluate the possibilities of developing 


additional trade between Canada and China. 


Today, International personnel numbers about 
1,700 — more than double the 1962 total. 
Deposits with the Bank in foreign currencies in 
1972 are more than three times what they were 
in 1962. Business loans are now made by the 
Commerce in forty countries where ten years 
ago no significant involvement existed. The 
Bank’s officers in various offices abroad 
generate a constant flow of information which 
complements that of more than 1,800 corres- 
pondent banks throughout the world. They 
are experienced in assisting Canadian and 
foreign firms to meet many of their international 


business requirements. 


A network expanded by more than 300 


branches during the decade has placed

The Central Mail Complex handles thousands of letters and other 
documents every working day, and has a fully-automated 
delivery and receiving service to and from the 75 floors occupied 
by the Head Office departments. 


Commerce services at the doorstep of nearly 
every Canadian — in major cities, towns, 
remote Arctic settlements, on campuses and in 
high schools, office and apartment buildings, 
airports, ferry terminals, hospitals and national 
parks. This has created employment in the 
construction industry as well as opportunities 


for local people to work as branch personnel. 


The branch managers and their staff are vital 
elements in stimulating the economic growth of 
communities. Each manager can call on his 
own extensive experience and that of specialists 
at regional offices, at Head Office and at 


international offices around the world. 


Because of these developments, and others, the 
Bank has steadily increased its staff of 
specialists. They include, besides those already 
mentioned, market research specialists who 
look for opportunities for new banking services; 
marketing specialists to tailor these services 

to the market; and sales-training specialists to 
help branch personnel present the Bank's 
services effectively. Other Bank experts assist 
businesses to diversify their operations, enlarge 
or relocate plants, acquire other businesses, or 


develop new products and services. 


The Bank has always emphasized employment 
of highly-qualified specialists. It was the first 
Canadian bank to employ geologists, mining 
and other professional engineers who were 

fully conversant with all facets of the oil and natural 
gas and mining industries, from exploration to 
production. These specialists provide companies 
with a wide range of services, including 
evaluation of technical reports, financing 
requirements, and many others. 
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In the final analysis, the Bank’s success 
depends on people. To find and train suitable 
individuals, sophisticated training methods 
were implemented during the decade, including 
audio-visual techniques and improved evalua- 
tion processes. The Bank now has 19 Career 
Centres, where men and women receive 
concentrated training In the technical aspects of 
banking, customer relations and supervisory 
duties. The Staff College in Toronto — first of 
its kind in Canada — has developed and 
expanded courses for various levels of 


management. 


The Bank's influence and the effects of its 
activities extend to every corner of Canada. It 
is essential, therefore, that in such a large 
organization there be good communication 
between every part of the corporate whole. 
Commerce Court enables Head Office divisions 
and departments to communicate more con- 
veniently and effectively, and is the focal point 
to which regions and branches look for 
essential backup support. The data centres 
represent a giant step forward not only for the 
transaction of banking business but for providing 
customers with information more easily 


and rapidly. 


Commerce Court culminates a decade in which 
the Bank has expanded its operations, achieved 
greater efficiency, increased specialization of its 
personnel, and introduced many new services. 
This progress is not only significant in terms of 
employment, wages and salaries it has created, 
but it also represents the forward-looking Bank 
policies which have contributed, in no small 
measure, to the continuing development of the 


social and economic life of Canada.
